Next,
proceed east to the Northeast 124th Street on-
ramp to northbound 1-405 then take the
northbound 1-405 off-ramp to NE 160th Street.

Alternatively, take the southbound 1-405 ramp to
either eastbound or westbound SR 522 to travel
to your destination.
